Ely Culbertson’'s 
Atlanta ‘Explosion’ 


Ely Culbertson was sitting across the desk 
waving his arms and throwing words. | 
Within just a few seconds I felt as if I had 
trumped my partner’s ace three hands running. 

Pausing in Atlanta en route to Washington concluding a lecture 
tour, Culbertson had one message: 

“Point the bomb at Russia and if she will not agree to a reform 
of the United Nations providing for an end to the vete, international 
control of atomic weapons and energy, complete and free inspection 
powers and an international police force—then let the bomb go,” 
he said, “and follow it fast with others. 

“We are caught in the greatest psychological trap of all times,” 
he said. “We have the power today to create world peace. If we 
fritter it away, we will let Russia become the most powerful nation 
in the world and establish a world Communist government. We 


are piddling it away because the dads and moms of America don’t | 
understand power politics and are willing to drift while Russia gets | 


stronger and we get weaker. 


“Only a fool will refuse to see that Russia is building 
every day like fury and that Eastern Europe is being 
made into a war camp. She is building tank divisions, modern 
weapons, planes and she will have atomic weapons by 1952 and 
maybe by 1949 or 1950. 

“Our politicians go along because they want the vote from the 
dads and moms. So they don’t want military training and they 
won’t want to prepare us for peace. 

“If we of today fail to point this weapon at Russia and offer 
her an honorable marriage, even if it does resemble a shotgun 
wedding, we will live to see our cities destroyed and our civiliza- 
tion wrecked.

The 
proposal to reform the United Nations makes them hopping mad. 
They know that revision of it would wreck the Communist power 
in Russia. There are not but 6,000,000 Communists in Russia and 
they aren’t going to let any power get away from them. A lot of 
blanked fools think something may happen when Stalin dies. It 
won't. They know, those 6,000,000, that if they do let things break 
up the other millions will slit their Communist throats. So don’t 
anyone be silly about things folding up when Stalin dies. They 
won't.

“All this would mean an atomic energy authority re- 
sponsible to the ‘reformed, veto-less Council .. . it 
would mean investigation, inspection and a world police court. 

“If Russia won’t come in, reform without her and then let the 
United Nations point the bomb and, if Russia won't join, pull the 
trigger. That will take the onus off the dads and moms. 

“If we don’t do it—if we just sit around getting weaker while 
Russia gets stronger, then we deserve what will happen to us and 
to the rest of the world, It is foolish when you think of it, that 
we who want peace and who have the power to get it, are afraid 
to use the power we have. 

“Some say we are afraid to use it because Russia is strong. 
My God, what will she be 10 years from now if she is too strong 
at this time?”

My correspondent blames many tragic dis- 
asters that fall upon young children on the 
parents. Says modern parents are, too many of 

them, careless about their children's safety, do not provide suffi- 
cient safeguards around the youngsters and let them go too many 
places by themselves. 

In some ¢ases, the criticism of parents may be well founded. 
But I am inclined to suspect this correspondent is not a parent. 
For the letter does not indicate any appreciation of the problems 
and difficulties that face the average parent, in average circum- 
stances, when it comes to supervision over the doings and the 
wanderings and the protection of a child. 

After all, a child is not a piece of inanimate bric-a-brac that 
can be placed under glass—non-shatterable—and thus guarded 
ugainst all contacts with the world. 

The truth is that all life involves the 


Must Take Chances taking of some risk, some chances. As 


soon as the growing child learns to toddle around, navigate him- 
self, those risks begin to increase. The more active the child, the 
more the dangers it must face. 

You can train the child in certain safet~ measures. Teach it 
not to run across the street. If it must cross, to look both ways 
for approaching traffic first. Maybe you can teach it to stay in 
its own, or a good neighbor’s yard. You will never be quite sure of 
its’ obedience, however, when something off limits exercises a 


strong lure. 

Most mothers can't afford a nurse, or attendant, 
Do Her Best to stay constantly with the children. That is 
just part of the mother’s job. 

She has, too, to do her own housework. Clean, cook, laundry, 
ironing, etc., etc. To say nothing of attending to her own personal 
essentials. And, probably, she has to find time to do some sewing 
for the youngster and herself, Perhaps, also, repair work, darning, 
button sewing, patching, on friend husband’s clothes. 

So the best mother can do is hope that the youngsters will obey 
her carefully given instructions and be happy and content with their 
own company. She may utter a silent prayer each time they leave 
the house that they won’t run in front of a speeding auto or fall 
into the creek across the street, in those woods that are such a 
temptation to little feet. 

But that is about the best she can do. 


After all, we can only learn by pre- 
cept and by experience. And we must 
start learning in earliest childhood. Parents, no matter how care- 
ful, can only endeavor to instill the habit of obedience in their chil- 
dren and then ‘to set down certain rules of conduct, give the best 
advice they know, and pray that Providence will safeguard their 
loved ones. 

“Don’t cross the street—don’t eat anything strange—don’t run 
up and down steps too fast—don’t play in water—and—above all 
else—don’t go anywhere with strangers,” 

Those instructions given, the best of parents must, thereafter, 
realize that the safety of their children is largely out of their hands.

“maybe.” . 

What is needed now, in short, 
‘is a clear decision between the 
‘horns of the dilemma. There are 
‘strong arguments for both courses 
now open—offering te send Amer- 
ican troops to Palestine, and re- 
treating from a policy which was 
made without preparing for the 
possible consequences. In the Gov- 
ernment, a bare majority seem to 
view the former alternative as 
'preferable. But all the more hon- 
‘est policy-makers concede _ that 
there is no argument at all for 
continuing to hope for the best 
without preparing for the worst, 
which is simply a way of invit- 
ing all the grim consequences of 
both alternatives.
